We know of a 
method of telling who can have scarlet 
fever and who cannot have it. These 
new methods have been known in labora- 
tory circles for more than a yeat. They 
ought to become available for the people 
within a year. 

Pasteurization of milk is becoming 
widely used. All in all, scarlet fever 
should be decreaséd yearly and before 
long should get somewhere near the van- 
ishing point.

NEEDS AN OPERATION. 


Mrs. J. S. writes: About five months 
ago I was operated on for gallstones 
and until now pus has been continually 
running from the wound. I change my 
bandages about three times a day in 
order to clear away the pus. I would 
like to know if another operation is nec- 
essary, or if there is any way of curing 
this. 

REPLY. 

If you want this opening closed, an opera- 
tion will be required. In many cases, after 
operation on the gall bladder, the wound is 
kept open a long-time to permit bile to 
drain. In your case it seems that the wound 
is infected. It is possibie the abscess is in 
the abdominal wall. It is probable that the 
pus comes from a supptirating gall bladder 
or from an abscess caused by a stone. 

In any event, surgical attention is what 
you need.

THE RAILROADS SPRAK UP. 
Chicago, Nov. 18—Your editortal, “ Let 
the Motor Trucks Alone,” of Nov. 17, 
gives one viewpoint. Here is another. 
No one acquainted with the transporta- 
tion situation in the United States will 
deny that the motor truck has a ie- 


gitimate place in the transportation field. 
Many communities exist and prosper in 
localities which would yet be virgin 
prairie if it were not for the trangper- 
tation supplied by the motor truck. In 
the more developed sections of the coun- 
try the motor truck hae justified itesif 
a feeder to the railroads. 

The railroads opened up new country 
and struggled along throtgh the lean 
years of light traffic until thé coufitry 
developed sufficiently to give them 
enough business to pay for thé Interest 
on their investment. And ith openifig 
up the new country the railroads neéés- 
sarily left the waterways and developed 
the great bulk of their traffic which 1s 
far from water tranhspoftation. Where 
the railroads now do compete with water 
transport, is it not a significant com- 
mentary on railroad managément that 
the bulk of the freight that might te 
carried by water is carried by thé fail- 
toads? Bearing in Mind the fact that 
there is no such expenditure On periia- 
nent way charged againat wster. a 
portation as is charged against 
transportation and which amounts com 
one-sixth of the rallroad’s operating ex- 
penses. 

Inland waters are kept in navigable 
condition by the government. The cost 
is paid out of taxes to which the rail- 
roads contributed one-third of a 
dollars in 1928. Highwiays are bélit and 
maintained by bond issues and taxes. 
A good propertion of railroad tazes goes 
into the eonstruction ef highwaya Rall- 
roads are taxed to assist in the quppert 
ef both inland waterway transpert and 
motor transportation. And of:the thiee 
systems of transportation the raflrodds 
are the most attictly regulated and the 
least profitable. If the same Gegree of 
regulation applied to the ratircads re- 
sults in “impotency * for motor trans- 
portation, there is something wrong with 
that brand of regulation as applied *o 
both the railroads and motor transpoft,
